M ayo r pro tem Negley presided at 
the session. He has called a caucus 
o f the councilmen to be held

The 
purpose of the caucus was not made 
clear, but Negley denied it was for 
the purpose of “ star chamber’* ma­ 
neuvering. 


Negley*s vote might swing the bal­ 
ance of power to one 
of the three 
groups into which the council 
has 
been split. The strongest bloc is c o m ­ 
posed of the four indicted

men. 


Two democratic council men,

Legion Post Commander Tells 
Of 
Trip to Paris— Other Describes 


Scenes 9 Years Ago 


The marked contrast between to­ 
day and nine years ago when 
the 
armistice ending the W orld W a r v.ms 
signed, was shown in talks made by 
H arry Retry, who was close to 
the 
battle front in France when hostili­ 
ties ended, and John Mills, who 
re ­ 
cently returned from Paris where he 
attended the national convention of 
the American Legion, 
before 
the 
noon luncheon session of the R otary 
club at the Odd Fellows building. 
Mr. Pe try described the scenes in 
a little town in France where his reg­ 
iment was billeted, the day the news 
of the armistice was received, 
and 
Air. M ills gave a graphic account of 
his visit to Paris, the battlefields 
of Europe and the reception 
given 
the legionnaires 
by 
the 
different 
peoples. 


The two former soldiers were 
in­ 
troduced by Charles F. Wilson, who 
was in charge of today’s 
program 
and invited them to speak. As a pre­ 
liminary, Lowell Moore played 
two 
numbers on the saxaphone, v ith pi­ 
ano accompaniment by his mother, 
Mrs. Glen Moore. Each number 
was 
warm ly received by the Rota nans.

next Monday evening 
when

Greenlee of Shelbyville, also a post 
commander, and Airs. Greenlee

Aliss Alamie Jones, a membc r of the 
Shelbyville Legion auxiliary. 
Air. Alills spoke of the sun-rise lie 
experienced in 
finding 
that 
the 
French people 
were 
exceedingly 
friendly and did not ask outrageous 
prices, when he w*oiit to Paris 
with 
the expectation of receiving a 
cool 
reception, based on stories he bed 
read of French dislike for 
Annri- 
cans. 
The Rush post commander 
des­ 
cribed the big parade, when F rem h 
soldiers with fixed bayonets lined the 
streets, and the immense reception 
at. which 4,000 were present, 
Mr. 
Alills asserted it was impossible for 
Americans to be as hospitable 
a - 
the French showed themselves to be. 
He spoke of other social 
function? 
such as dances and theatre parties, 
and a trip to LeBourget flying 
field 
where a demonstration was given by 
pilots of m ilitary planes, show how 
small planes can be manipulated in 
formation. He also told of going to 
the summer home of the 
president 
of France where a cavalry demon­ 
stration was given, with the edvalrv- 
men wearing uniforms used during 
the Napoleonic wars. He also

cribed visits to Versailles, and 
to 
Belgium. Oemrnnv and England.

A t the regular 
meeting

Rush County Ministerial Association 


Alonday the ministers of the county 
agreed to sponsor the 
first 
annual 
W ay to Peace Declamation Contest 
for Rush County. These contests are 
being planned throughout the entire 
state under the direction of the 
In ­ 
diana Council of International Rela­ 
tions. 


They will be open to any boy or 
girl, regardless of religious 
faith, 
or school attendance who is not less 
than fourteen nor more than nine­ 
teen years of age. A booklet contain­ 
ing some twenty 
declamations 
is 
available fo r all who wish to enter 
the contest. 


It is the hope of 
the 
committee 
in charge that several local contests 
may be 
arranged 
throughout 
the 
county, preceding the county con­ 
test. In each local contest the w in­ 
ner will receive a bronze medal and 
will be eligible to enter the county 
contest for the silver medal. 


E ach county contest winner will 
•compete in the congressional 
dis­ 
trict contest where tin* winner will 
receive a gold medal and be eligible 
to enter the state contest to be held 
in Indianapolis 
on* 
Washington’s 
birthday. Three cash prizes totalling 
$500 have been offered to the three 
winners of the state 
contest, 
and 
seven Indiana colleges and Univer­ 
sities are offering scholarships. 


AH local contests will be held be­ 
fore December 1st. Tin* high school 
authorities are giving every possible 
assistance in arranging for the con­ 
tests to be held in Rusbville 
and 
each boy or girl wishing to enter 
is 
asked to see either the Rev. R. W . 
Sage or the Rev. E . I). Ale Kune, the 
local committee, or the minister of 
his own church and get copies of the 
declamations at once. Other infor­ 
mation concerning the contest 
will 
be given gladly by the members of 
the committee, it is announced.

Aoters balloted in eleven states to­ 
day in an off-year election 
distin­ 
guished chiefly by the bitterness 
of 
the local issues being contested 
in 
several districts. 
Two governors, three members of 
congress and dozens of mayors and 
state and county officials were voted 
on. 
The only trace of a national tinge 
to this dullest of off-year 
elections 
was possibly in Alississippi and New 
York. In Alississippi, Thomas Bilbo, 
running for governor, split with the 
Ku Klux Ivlan over his refusal 
to 
pledge an anti-Smith delegation 
to 
the next democratic national 
con­ 
vention. The volume of the 
“ silent 
v o t e ” against Bilbo m ay be taken to 
indicate in some measure the senti­ 
ment against A1 Smith in the south. 
In New York, observers were 
in­ 
clined to believe that 
Democratic 
gains or losses in the election of 150 
members of the state assembly might 
indicate the trend of Smith strength 
in his own state. 
In Pennsylvania, interest in local 
issu es all over the state was 
domi­ 
nated by the contests of independ­ 
ents against the Alellon organization 
in Pittsburgh and the Y are organiza­ 
tion in Philadelphia, both of 
which 
were expected to win. 
The whole nation watched 
K en ­ 
tucky, where a 
governor will 
be 
elected on the issue 
of 
abolishing 
horse racing. The state has 
swung 
between democratic and republican 
in recent elections, but sentiment ov­ 
er the tu rf question has split 
both 
parties and made the election almost 
non-partisan. 
- Tn Ohio, the 
anti-saloon 
league 
question was at state over the vote 
on the Alarshall bill, which 
would 
permit justices of the peace to oper­ 
ate under the Fee system. The an ti­ 
saloon league indorsed the bill in the 
interest of more rigid dry enforce­ 
ment. 
Auolonee marred the 
voting 
in 
Ohio 
when t w o homes were bombed 
in Campbell, where the m nyorality 
campaign was bitter. Ohio also voted 
on a successor in congress 
to

late A. E . B. Stephens, second

The Driver's Risk 


A few m ore decisions like the one 
<d tlie I nited S ta te s suprem e court 
ruling that autom obile drivers, not 
train s, ta k e the risk at 
crossings, 
should have a very beneficial effect, 
but will it? 
The suj»reme 
court 
em phasized 
the decision a s a “ once fo r a l l " rule 
of conduct fo r the control <>i courts, 
hut (*ven the courts do not seem to 
have learned— at leapt some of them 
— that 
the autom obile driver 
who 
gets himself hit by a train, and not 
the train, is responsible. 
This has been fixed as the rule of 
law. It is also i In* rule of common 
sense. T rains operate oil 
schedules 
over a fixed route. They travel a t a 
high ra te of speed and they are very 
ap t to kill people who get in 
fro n t 
of them. 
Those a re fa cts th a t should 
be 
known to every grown person. 
If 
th ere art* individuals who do 
not 
know them, then they have no more 
business driving an autom obile than 
a m aniac. 
B ut the tru th is th a t in practically 
every cro ssin g accident, the 
real 
cau se is carelessness and not a lack 
of knowledge as to tin* facts. In the 
case appealed to the supremo court, 
on w hich there was a recent ruling, 
th e victim w as a m erehpnt wh > fre ­ 
quently crossed the tra c k where he 
w a s killed. The suprem e court justice 
who w rote the opinion said it 
was 
plain th a t Ins fam iliarity with 
the 
d an g e r did not relieve him from re ­ 
sponsibility fo r his own death. 
The g reat trouble seems to he that 
the e h a n c e -ta k e r at crossings never 
sees him self as tin* 
victim 
of 
a 
cro ssin g accident, lie views it 
im­ 
personally, thinking of 
the 
poor 
fellow who hasn't brains enough to 
escap e being hit by a train. 
Then, 
one day, his time conics because 
he 
didn't have gum ption enough to take 
the p recaution that is n ecessary a t 
every crossing, 
regardless 
of 
the 
d riv er’s fam iliarity with it. 


tion of fa rm conditions, the survey 
disclosed that the opportunity 
fo r 
m aking a better living on the farm 
th a n in the city was the 
principal 
reason why persons move from cit­ 
ies to farm s.

some farm ers move to town because 
they can not m ake farm ing pay, or 
are d ra w n to the city by the lure of

moved back to the fa rm because of 
better living conditions in the coun­ 
try ; the high cost of living in the 
cities drove o th ers to the fa rm , and 
still others were induced to tak e up 
fa rm in g fo r 
satisi action oi 
an 
independent life. 
The bureau's survey covered 2,745 
persons now in cities who had moved 
from 
fa rm s 
sca tte red 
generally 
throughout the co u n try ; and 
1,1(>< 
persons on fa rm s who had recently 
moved from cities sta te d their r e a ­ 
sons fo r giving up city life. 
Sum m arizing the resu lts of 
the 
survey the bureau 
declares 
th a t 
m ore th a n half the m ig ran ts 
from 
fa rm s to cities still hold title 
to 
th eir farm s. These m igrants to c it­ 
ies had, on the average, between 1 
and 2 of their children with them in 
the city, town or village home, the 
av e rag e num ber in each fam ily being 
a little m ore th a n 3 children.

conclusion is d raw n th a t in 
som e 
ca ses one or m ore children w ere left 
to o perate the farm , while th e o th er 
m em bers of the fam ily moved to the 
city.

Legion Post Commander Tells Of 


Trip to Paris—Other Describes 


Scenes 9 Years Ago 


The marked contrast between to 


day and nine years ago when 
the 


armistice ending the World War \:f, 
signed, was shown in talks made by 
Harry Petry, who was close to the 
battle front in France when hoslili 
ties ended, and John Mills, who re 
leently returned from Paris where he 
attended the national convention of 
the American Legion, 
before - the 


noon luncheon session of the Rotary 
club at the Odd Fellows building. 


iMr. Pctry described the scenes in 


a little town in France where'his reg- 
iment was billeted, the day the news 
of the armistice was received, and 
Mr. Mills gave a graphic account of 
his visit to Paris, the battlefields 
of Europe and the reception 
given 


the legionnaires by the 
different 


peoples. 
, 


The two former soldiers were in- 


troduced by Charles F. Wilson, who 
was in charge of today's program 
and invited them to speak. As a pre- 
liminary, Lowell Moore plajoi two 
numbers on-the saxaphdne, *'"ith pi- 
ano accompaniment by his mother, 
Mrs. Glen Moore. Each number was 
warmly received by the Rotariaiis.

meeting for a group of Rotarians 
and their wives to go to Connersville

Ludlow of Washington, D. C., presi- 
dent of the National Press Club and 
as a boy a resident of near Glen- 
wood, VilT'speak. "&-special invitation 
was recently extended to Rushville 
lotarians to attend. .

Mr. Mills related many amusing 


experiences which he enjoyed while 
abroad, the first of which was the 
anticipation of the legionnaires when 
hey boarded a train at Cherbourg 
:or Paris and saw Frenchmen with 
argc baskets filled with bottles being 
distributed, and upon reeeiviij: a 
bottle found it to be only mineral 
water.

The Driver's ffisk 


A few more decisions like the one 


of the United States supreme court 
ruling that, automobile drivers, not 
trains, take the risk at crossings, 
should have a very beneficial effect, 
but will it? 


The supreme 
court 
emphasized 


the decision as a "once for all" rule 
of conduct, for the control of courts, 
but even the courts do not seem to 
have learned—at least some of them 
—that the .automobile driver 
who 


gets himself hit by a train, and not 
the train, is responsible. 


This has been fixed as the rule of 


law. It is also the rule of common 
sense. Trains operate on schedules 
over a fixed route. They travel at a 
high rate of speed and they are very 
apt to kill people who get in front 
of them. 


These are facts that should 
be 


known to every growi> person. 
If 


there are individuals who do not 
know them, then they have no more 
business driving an automobile than 
a maniac. 


But the truth is that in practically 


every crossing accident, the 
real 


/cause is carelessness and not a lack 
of knowledge as to the facts. In the 
case appealed to the supreme court, 
on which there was a recent ruling, 
the victim was a niercluint who fre- 
quently crossed the track where he 
was killed. The supreme court justice 
who wrote the opinion said it 
was 


plain that his familiarity with 
the 


danger did not relieve him from re- 
sponsibility for his own death. 


The great trouble seems to lie that 


the chance-taker at crossings never 
sees himself as the. victim 
of a 


crossing accident. He views it im- 
personally, thinking of 
the 
poor 


fellow who hasn't, brains enough to 
escape being hit by a train. Then, 
•one day, his time comes because he 
didn't have gumption enough to take 
the precaution that is necessary at 
every crossing, 
regardless 
of the 


driver's familiarity with it. 


To And From Farms 


The bureau of agricultural econo- 


mies of the L". S. department of ag- 
riculture has completed a rather in- 
teresting study of the movement of 
population to and from farms, show- 
ing manv factors other than econo- 
mic iiresstire have been the 
cause 


of the precedcnted migration 
from 


farms to cities in recent years. 


Contrary to the common concep-

tioh of farm conditions,1 the survey 
disclosed that the opportunity 
for 


making a better living on. the farm 
than in the city was the principal 
reason why persons move froni cit- 
ies to farms. 


The survey also revealed 
that 


some fanners move to town because 
they can not make farming pay, or 
are drawn to the city by the lure of 
a larger income: others move be- 
cause of better school facilities for 
their children; others because 
of 


being physically unable to continue 
farming, and a small number be- 
cause of financial ability to retire. 


Most of the pesrons moving from 


cities to farms were found to be 
former farmers who had been disil- 
lusioned by city life. .They 
found 


they could make a better living on 
the farm than in the city. 
Some 


moved back to the farm because of 
better living conditions in the conn- 
try; the high cost of living in the 
cities drove others to the farm, and 
still others were induced to take up 
fanning for +h» satisfaction of an 
independent life. 


The bureau's survey covered 2,<45 


persons now in cities who had moved 
from 
farms 
scattered 
generally 


throughout the country; and 1,16< 
persons on farms who had recently 
moved from cities stated their rea- 
sons for giving up city life. 


Summarizing the results of 
the 


survey the bureau 
declares 
that 


more than half the migrants from 
farms to cities still hold title 
to 


their farms. These migrants to cit- 
ies had, on the average, between 1 
and 2 of their children with them in 
the city, town or village home, the 
average number in each family being 
a little more than 3 children. The 
conclusion is drawn that in some 
cases one or more children were left 
to operate the farm, while the other 
members of the family moved to the 
city. 
^
